SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — 
Carrier-based U.S. Navy planes 
hammered two of North Viet 
Nam’s military supply depots 
today and a spokesman said 
both were smashed. 
Rockets, 20mm cannon shells 
and 62 tons of bombs poured 
from 82 planes on the Thien 
Linh Dong army supply depot, 
75 miles south of Hanoi, and the 
Phu Qui ammunition center, 45 
miles farther south. 
The Phu Qui depot drew two 
attacks in succession from the 
carrier Hancock—the first by 26 
planes and the second by 31.

The winner will pick up a

Gone Fishin —Trout Season Tomorrow 


The “ GONE FISHIN’’ signs 
will be displayed prominently 
throughout California tomorrow 
and in Marin County thousands 
of anglers will celebrate the 
opening of the state’s 1965 trout 
season on the banks of local 
lakes and streams. 


With 
33.000 
freshly-planted 
Rainbow trout as their prime 
targets, the local angling army 
is expected to strike is rich at 
Marin Municipal Water District 
lakes. The State Department of 
Fish and Game has stocked 


lakes Bon Tempe, Lagunitas 
and Nicasio each with 10, 000 
catchable-sized Rainbows while 
Rodeo lagoon in Fort Chron- 
khite, southern Marin, received 
3.000 more from the general 
state. 


Also opening locally tomorrow 
—but 
without benefit of the 
state's 
generosity — will 
be 
MMWD lakes Kent and Alpine 
and P a p e r mi l l Creek. The 
Papermill tributary. D e v i l s 
Gulch Creek, at Samuel Taylor 
State Park will remain closed 


throughout the season. 


Season officially opens at one 
hour before sunrise, which to­ 
morrow will be 5:16 a m., and 
extends through Oct. 31. MMWD 
lakes are closed on Sundays 
with the exception of Nicasio 
Lake which is open daily. 


Most of the trout, caught to­ 
morrow will be in the six to 
nine-inch category, but some of 
the more skilled—and luckier— 
anglers could catch one of the 
lunkers known to inhabit the 
local waters. There are some 


steelhead up to 10 pounds in 
Nicasio and Kent lakes, accord­ 
ing to State Game Warden A1 
Giddings. Nicasio also should 
produce a number of black bass 
and blue gills. 
Giddings said an extra force 
of game wardens will patrol 
Marin’s fishin’ holes tomorrow 
to see that laws are obeyed. 
He reminded one and all that 
a state fishing license ($3) and 
two stamps <$l each) are re­ 
quired of each angler 
Also, 
permits ($3» are required by the 
MMWD and may be purchased 


at 
its main office in Corte 
Madera. 
Giddings also pointed out a 
new anti-litter law in the State 
Fish and Game Code that pro­ 
hibits the disposal of trash with­ 
in 150 feet of inland waters. 


The limit is the same as last 
year—10 fish per day.

Good Times, Bod 


Seen For Johnson 


In His Own Term 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson completes today 
the first 100 days of his four- 
year term — a 100-day blend of 
triumph, struggle, elation and 
disappointment. 


The first three days Johnson 
served as president in his own 
right set a symbolic pattern for 
the peaks and valleys he has 
been negotiating ever since. 


First came the triumph of 
Inauguration Day, formalizing a 
record election victory. Then, 
with startling suddenness, the 
President 
found 
himself 
flat 
abed in a hospital with an ob­ 
scure virus that came to be 
called the executive flu. 


UPS, DOWNS 
In a larger and more signifi­ 
cant context, Johnson’s ups and 
downs 
have 
been 
equally 
marked: 


In dealings with the heavily 
Democratic Congress, the Pres­ 
ident achieved a clear triumph 
in his first 100 days. More major 
bills moved farther and faster 
than in any comparable period 
since the early days of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s New Deal. 


In 
the 
foreign 
field, 
how­ 
ever, frustration, tragedy and 
disappointment overtook John­ 
son’s January hopes of making 
1965 a year for building global 
peace. Though these hopes may 
yet be restored, attention now is 
focused on an enlarged war in 
Viet Nam, with no sign of a fa­ 
vorable Communist response to 
the President’s repeated offers 
of 
unconditional 
settlement 
talks. 


VIET DILEMMA 
The Viet Nam dilemma also 
has produced the first signifi- j 
cant, if limited, criticism of 
Johnson that cuts across party 
lines. Ever sensitive to criti­ 
cism, the President has with­ 
held any direct and sharp re­ 
sponse 
but, 
personally 
and 
through members of the Cabi­ 
net, has tried to deal indirectly j 
with many of the points raised 
by local dissidents. If the global 
outlook has been sharply altered 
In 100 days, there have been less 
dram atic changes in the ap­ 
pearance and actions of the 57- j 
year-old President himself. 


The human whirlwind of 1964 
Is working as hard as ever — ! 
perhaps harder — but the pace 
may be taking a toll. 


More often than before, John­ 
son has looked tired in recent 
months. Those who see him in­ 
frequently have noticed it most. 
Very recently, however, he has 
seemed more like his old self. 


FEELS FINE 
Johnson says he feels fine, 
has lost weight — which pleases 
his doctors — and is doing his 
best to find time for regular ex­ 
ercise and an afternoon nap. 
Walking currently is his fa­ 
vorite exercise. He abandoned 
the heated White House swim­ 
ming pool, at least temporarily, 
after his January flu attack. 


The doctors have testified that 
the President’s health remains 
excellent. But they have urged 
him to allot more time for re­ 
laxation — something he seems 
to do best at his Texas ranch. 


Some changes in Johnson’s 
pattern of behavior certainly 
m irror his preoccupation with 
the war there and his personal 
involvement in promoting his 
legislative program. 


Formal s p e a k i n g engage­ 
ments outside Washington have 
approached the vanishing point. 
There have been only three in 
100 days and two of these dealt 
with Viet Nam. 


Johnsonian s e c r e c y about 
travel plans has become more 
pronounced. Most of his recent 
weekend trips to Texas weren’t 
announced until the moment of 
departure. The apparent rea­ 
son: If a development in Viet 
Nam should force him to re­ 
main at the W’hite House, he 
wants to be able to keep the fact 
secret lest an air of crisis de 
velop.

Appears To Have Support 


For Tough Policy In Viet Nam 


Marin County Board of Supervisors 
this week reversed an earlier decision 
and put the Wolfe Grade extension 
back into the Kentfield General Plan. 
This does not mean that the Wolfe 
Grade extension will become a reality 
today, tomorrow, or even within the 
next few years. It merely means that 
the concept of connecting San Rafael 
with Bon Air Road, which has been in 
the county’s highway master plan since 
1952, will be retained in the general 
plan instead of being scrapped. 
The original Wolfe Grade extension 
plan was to extend Wolfe Grade past 
Sir Francis Drake, to connect up with 
Bon Air Road and Magnolia Avenue in 
Larkspur. 
Since the original plan was adopted, 
W olfe Grade School was built in the 
path of the proposed extension. 
Because of the existence of Wolfe 
Grade School and a storm of protest 
from residents along Wolfe Grade and 
in Kentfield. the supervisors last Feb­ 
ruary decided by split vote to abandon 
the extension idea and look for an al­ 
ternate route. 
Subsequent 
studies 
indicate 
that 
there is no alternate route that is eco­ 
nomically feasible. The logical connect­ 
ing link between San Rafael and Lark­ 
spur is Wolfe Grade extension via D 


Street, over Wolfe Grade, past Sir 
Francis Drake and on to Bon Air 
Bridge near Marin General Hospital. 
Supervisor Ernest Kettenhofen has 
always favored retention of the Wolfe 
Grade Extension Plan. It was largely 
through his insistence that the contro­ 
versial Wolfe Grade extension was re­ 
instated in the Kentfield general plan. 
It is also to the credit of the other 
supervisors who switched their votes 
to save Wolfe Grade extension from 
extinction, once they ascertained that 
no other alternative was practical. 
The decision to retain the W o l f e 
Grade extension plan is highly unpopu­ 
lar in the Kentfield area today. 
But from a long-range view, we be­ 
lieve the interests of Marin County 
will be better served by a direct con­ 
necting link from San Rafael to Bon 
Air Bridge and Larkspur. Without this 
connection, all traffic between Lark­ 
spur and San Rafael will have to take 
a round-about route via Ross and San 
Anselmo, or Greenbrae and Highway 
101. Either way, the traffic over Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard will be fur­ 
ther congested. 
Wolfe Grade extension deserves seri­ 
ous consideration in any future expan­ 
sion of the road network in Marin 
County.

M ARIN POLITICAL VIEWS 
Oregon Governor Makes Charge 
Without Looking At The Facts

THE GOVERNOR of Oregon, com­ 
menting on the proposed exchange of 
Point Reyes Seashore land with tim- 
berland in Oregon, accused the fed­ 
eral Bureau of Land Management and 
the National Park Service of “secret 
m anuevers.” 
The outburst by the governor is 
either politically motivated, or based 
on a complete lack of informa­ 
tion on what has been going 
on for the past three or four 
years. 
As early as November, 1961, 
we had headlines announcing 
a proposed land swap by tim­ 
ber interests at Point Reyes.

FI RTHER EVIDENCE that 
there was nothing hush-hush 
about land swap negotiations 
between Mr, Bill Sweet and 
the federal government came 
in a little incident that oc­ 
curred last December. 
Mr. Sweet had a map of 
Oregon and California laid out 
on the living room floor, show­ 
ing us what pieces of timber- 
land in Oregon he was hoping 
to get in exchange for land he 
was forced to give up in Point 
Reyes. And he knew all along 
he was talking to a newspaper­ 
man. 
Toss in a few facts, mix it up 
with politics, and you some­ 
times come up with a com­ 
pletely distorted picture, as the 
governor of Oregon seems to 
have done in this instance.

WASHINGTON - There is 
every reason to believe Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson will 
widen and hold a decisive con­ 
sensus in support of a strong 
policy in Viet Nam. 
He has one special asset. He 
Is occupying his usual stance 
at the center. His policy is 
wedded to neither extreme. 
He rests on two pillars: Clear 
determination 
to defend 
as 
long as the aggression con­ 
tinues; 
clear willingness to 
talk whenever Hanoi will start 
talking. 


THERE ARE other factors 
which contribute to the presi­ 
dent’s support: 
The Gallup Poll shows that 
the minority which wants John­ 
son to step up the war more 
than balances out the minority 
which wants him to quit. 
His 
senatorial, 
newspaper 
and professional critics can 
offer no acceptable alternative. 
They are prepared to accept 
Chinese Communist domina­ 
tion of all Southeast Asia This 
is an alternative the American 
people will not accept without 
trying to do something about 
it. 


THE PRESIDENT has the 
backing of many Democrats in 
Congress (his offer of “ uncon­ 
ditional discussions” won the 
approval of the ADA> and most 
Republicans. 
His Republican 
support runs the whole gamut 
from Barry Goldwater to the 
GOP leadership in Congress, 
including Sen. Everett Dirksen 
and Rep. Gerald Ford. 
Despite the honest, emotional 
student pickets and the college 
teach-ins. this leaves Johnson 


in a strategic position. And 
here is the evidence: 
The Gallup Poll finds that 29 
per cent of the country would 
like to see the U. S. withdraw 
completely from Viet Nam, 
stop the fighting whatever the 
effects, and start negotiations 
whatever the outcome. It also 
finds that 31 per cent of the 
country favors 
stepping 
up 
military activity, and going the 
full distance of declaring war. 


THE PRESIDENT embraces 
neither extreme. He does not 
propose to withdraw or even 
cease defending. But he will 
start talking even while de­ 
fending. He does not seek a 
solution 
by 
military means 
alone, but he will use military 
means until Hanoi is willing to 
use the conference table. 
Where does this leave John­ 
son with respect to a public 
consensus? To obtain further 
evidence of the public’s atti­ 
tudes toward the handling of 
the situation in Viet Nam, Dr. 
George Gallup put this ques­ 
tion to people in the same sur­ 
vey cited above: “ Do you think 
the U. S. is handling affairs in 
Viet Nam as well as could be 
expected, or do you think we 
are 
handling 
affairs 
there 
badly?” 
The result was that by a 
ratio of more than 2-to-l the 
American people approve of 
the government’s handling of 
the situation. 


IF THERE is any threat to 
the president’s expanding and 
holding this consensus on Viet 
Nam, it would come. 1 think, 
from any sign of weakening in 
his policy. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Hopes High Book To 
Pay Inaugurual Bills

WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson s Inaugural 
Committee is some $200.000 in 
the red—but is resorting to an 
ingenious stratagem to lick it. 
It’s a 
112-page profusely 
illustrated book priced at $10. 


TITLED “ Inaugural 1965,” 
with a buckram cover, a dozen 
articles, and more than 200 
color and other illustrations of 
notables and major events of 
the January swearing-in activ­ 
ities, the 25.000 copies being 
printed are expected not only 
to wip out the hefty deficit, 
but produce a profit. 
The 1961 Kennedy Inaugural 
Committee, headed by Edward 
Foley, one-time general coun­ 
sel of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, wound up $222.000 to 
the good — contributed to the 
United Givers Fund 
Although more than three 
months have elapsed since the 
inauguration, committee chair­ 
man Dale Miller has no idea 
when it will be possible to close 
the accounts and make a re­ 
port. 
The tall, white-crested 
Texas lobbyist and long-time 
friends of the president antici­ 
pates it will be some months— 
at the earliest. 


IT ALL DEPENDS on how 
well “ Inaugural 1965” sells. 
Miller, determined to close 
in the black, has elaborate 
plans to vigorously push the 
sale of the $10 souvenir opus. 
Committee 
insiders 
indicate 
bulk orders running into the 
hundreds are “ likely” from 
defense, space and other gov­ 
ernment contractors.

SOUTH WINS 
South wins, takes the ace of 
hearts and gives up a heart 
West switches to the ace of 
trumps and a low trump, but it 
is too late. South ruffs a heart 
in dummy, gets back to draw 
the last trump and gives up a 
second heart. He loses only two 
hearts and one trump, making 
his contract. 
In choosing an opening lead, 
West must pick the suit first. 
Only then does he think about 
the right card to lead from that 
suit. 
The fact that West has an 
ideal holding in clubs is unim­ 
portant since clubs is the wrong 
suit to lead 


KIDDING CLEAR 
The bidding should make it 
clear that West will defeat the 
contract if he can get his heart 
tricks. 
The only danger is that South 
may ruff hearts in the dummy. 
West should meet this threat by 
removing 
trumps 
from 
the 
dummy. 
In some hands it is best to 
lead low from A x-x of trumps. 
If partner wins the first de­ 
fensive trick he will be able to 
return a trump, and then you 
can take the ace and lead a 
third trump. 


BEST LEAD 
When partner is unlikely to 
win a trick, the best lead is the 
ace of trumps and then a low 
trump; this makes sure of get­ 
ting two rounds of trumps out 
of tiie way as quickly as possi­ 
ble. 


Either method will work in this 
case. W'est should lead the ace 
of trumps and a low trump. 


West thus m akes sure of win­ 
ning three heart tricks, enough 
to defeat the contract.

World W ar II Brought Great 
Change To Hamilton Field 


(EDITOR’S NO TE-This is 
thf third of a serif* of five 
articles on the history of Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base written 
for the 30th anniversary of Its 
dedication on May 12.)

Hamilton Field was barely out 
of its infancy when war clouds 
darkened in Europe. 
The Army Air Corps, which 
operated the base, realized the 
reed for reorganization. 
The 
General Headquarters Air Force 
was established within the Air 
Corps . 
The First Wing was estab­ 
lished at Hamilton, with Brig 
Gen H. H. Arnold in command. 
All bombardment and observa­ 
tion units on the West Coast, 
including the 7th Bombardment 
group at Hamilton, were as­ 
signed to this command, along 
with the 88th Observation Squad­ 
ron (Amphibian). 
B-12 Martin Bombers were 
phased out, starting in July. 
1937, and replaced by Douglas 
B-lBs. 
One of the outstanding pre-war 
maneuvers of this plane was air­ 
lifting of 500 combat - ready 
troops from Hamilton Field to 
March Field in January, 1940. 
With arrival of the first Boeing 
B-17 bombers to replace the B- 
28s, it became evident that long­ 
er runways would he needed for 
the North Marin base to handle 
the four-motored planes. So in 


September, 1940, the 
bombers 
moved to Utah. 
They were replaced at Hamil­ 
ton by the 20th and 35th Pursuit 
Groups from Moffett Field with 
1.700 enlisted men equipped with 
170 P-36s and P-40s. The big in­ 
crease in personnel required 
more housing immediately, so 
frame barracks were hastily 
constructed and the base lost the 
pleasing appearance of all-Cali­ 
fornia Spanish architecture. 
The two pursuit groups, along 
with the 82nd Observation Squad­ 
ron, were given the tasks of 
defending the West Coast against 
possible 
attack 
and 
training 
transient air crews. 
Immediately after Pearl Har­ 
bor was attacked, the 20th Pur­ 
suit Group was sent to the 
European Theater and the 35th 
to the Pacific Theater. By then, 
they had 3.000 permanently as­ 
signed men and about 2,000 tran­ 
sient air crew men. Both won 
'distinguished unit citations. 
Wartime r e o r g a n i z a t i o n 
brought creation of the Fourth 
Air Force which was assigned 
to Hamilton. It was given the 
task 
of defending 
the 
West 
Coast. 
As Hamilton Field was the 
center of interceptor pursuit 
and patrol systems, it began to 
acquire 
subbases 
and 
flight 
strips. Among these were the 
municipal airport at Oakland 
and Mills Field south of San 
Francisco. It also acquired fa­ 
cilities at Concord. Napa, Oro- 


v il le . 
Redding, Sacramento, 
Santa Rosa, Willows, Hayward, 
Marysville and Montague. 
Hamilton became a “ jumping 
off” point for Pacific - b o u n d 
units, and a maintenance and 
repair depot for their aircraft. 
Hundreds of men arrived each 
month. If they were unable to 
leave on schedule because of 
bad weather, the housing short­ 
age became worse. 
From November, 1943, to Feb­ 
ruary, 1945, the field handled 
2,695 B-24 crews of 11 men each 
and planes, and 1.172 crews 
without aircraft; 2,638 P-38crews 
and 302 night fighter crews. 
To house this influx of men, 
a tent city sprang up. Camp San 
Rafael, where the Marin Golf 
Club is now, was also used. 
In March. 1945, the base be­ 
came the West Coast terminal 
for Air Transport Command in 
its trans-Pacific operations. 
With the European war end­ 
ing, the Pacific war became 
more intense. Overseas hospitals 
quickly filled and air evacua­ 


tion of patients began. In June. 
1944, the first wounded arrived 
at Hamilton. Soon thereafter, 
more than 4,000 patients per 
month were arriving. Enlisted 
men were moved out of Bar­ 
racks 422 and 424, which were 
turned into hospitals. 


Residents of Marin County, 
as well as military personnel, 
pitched in to help take care of 
this large number of wounded. 
Hamilton was the scene of many 
shews put on by the greats of 
the entertainment and sports 
world for the wounded. 


The rolling tree-clad hills of 
Hamilton were the first sight 
of “ home” for many of the war 
wounded. One of them left his 
impression when he wrote: “ It’s 
just like dying and going to 
heaven when you first get here; 
I tell you it’s a wonderful feel­ 
ing.” 
With the surrender of Japan 
on Sept. 2, 1945, the World War 
II phase of Hamilton came to an 
end

In Adhering To Order

BONN—“ The Germans could 
never stage a revolution,*' Jo-] 
seph Stalin once said, “because 
it would involve walking on the 
grass, and that is forbidden in 
Germany." 


Germans still tend to value 
discipline, order and obedience 
as the highest virtues, and to 
have an ingrained respect for a 
uniform 


To test this, a Munich re­ 
porter 
recently 
donned 
a 
make-believe u n i f o r m—in 
which he appeared as a cross 
between a field marshal and 
a hotel doorman—anu started 
throwing his weight around. 


lie took a position outside a 
public phone booth and method­ 
ically questioned callers about 
whom they had telephoned and 
what had been said 
In addi­ 
tion, tlie reporter demanded to 
search 
their 
briefcases 
and 
purses. 
Except for a few young peo­ 
ple. those questioned did not re­ 
fuse to answer the reporter, nor 
did they object to his search 
Some even stammered out ad­ 
ditional information — such as 
the senior Bavarian civil serv­ 
ant who promptly produced his 
identity card and apologized; 
T just took off for a minute 
to call a repairman about my 
stove." 


Vet a young American sol­ 
dier. newly arrived in Ger­ 
many, commented after sur­ 
veying the multitude of signs 
about: “ If the (¿entiaiis real­

Thus Germany tends to be a 
country of do-it-yourself police­ 
men. in which any citizen can 
file charges against another for 
contravention of laws without 
identifying himself 
This can lead to such frus­ 
trating situations as the one re­ 
cently recorded in Cologne. A 
Cologne University s t u d e n t 
spent his time between classes 
checking on the parked cars 
within a six-block radius of the 
college. 
Each vehicle parked 
at an expired m eter was dutiful­ 
ly recorded by him in a note­ 
book—license number, descrip­ 
tion, and time of the violation 


Each day after school he 
would take his list to the near­ 
est precinct station and re­ 
port the cars to the sergeant 
on duty. By the time Cologne 
newspapers learned of what 
was going 011 more than 1.000 
of the car owners had re­ 
ceived tickets. 


Did the student get a reward 
from the police? Not a pfen­ 
nig: just a nod of thanks for 
doing his duty to the state 
This example may have been 
than an nover-zealous concern 
for obeying the law. In general. 
Germany’s younger generation 
is less awed by authority than 
their elders who tend to attach 
to die da obcn (those up on 
top> 
a dignity and authority 
ascribed by neither the consti­ 
tution nor the courts. 


A natural offshoot of the 
German respect for law is an 
obsession with litigation.

Arthritis Treatment In Flux 


As Long As Cause Is Unknown 


The treatment of arthritis will re­ 
main in a state of flux until the cause 
is known. One in four recover com­ 
pletely and. for reasons unknown, the 
disease may suddenly become quies­ 
cent. This occasionally occurs to those 
with severe arthritis and remission 
may last for years. 
Many potent drugs, such as corti­ 
sone, the anti-malarials, and phenyl- 
outazone relieve swelling 
but do not cure. They are used 
to bolster morale, but are not 
recommended 
for 
long - term 
therapy because they are poten­ 
tially harmful. 
MOST PHYSICIANS recom­ 
mend aspirin, ample rest, thera­ 
peutic exercises, and a nourish­ 
ing diet. Bandages and braces 
are needed 
occasionally; 
de­ 
formities require special ortho­ 
pedic care. The best routine 
consists in avoiding anything 
that will impede recovery and 
correcting any damage or de-1 
formities caused by the disease 
process. 
Meanwhile, we are looking for 
a drug that can be used for long 
)>eriods of time. Two years ago 
we wrote about a rem arkable 
anti-rheumatic drug (indometha- 
cim that reduced pain and swell­ 
ing within two hours in three out 
of five individuals with arthritis. 
In others, it took up to 24 hours 
to act. In one in five it had no 
effect. 
THE REMEDY is not avail­ 
able in the United States be­ 
cause many users developed tox­ 
ic side effects. Forty per cent 
complained of mild headache, 
dizziness, nausea, drowsiness, 
diarrhea, or a rash. Some devel­ 
oped severe headaches or giddi­ 
ness. It cannot be used by any­ 
one with peptic ulcer because of 
the danger of hemorrhage or
